Soft ,omit them, not being willing to in- 
creaſe the Bulk of this Book with unneceſſary 
relations which would but tire the Readers 
paticaceand my own. 

To. proceed therefore with my intended 
brevity, Lchiok it will be ſufficient to- cell 
y ou that we made. the Coaſts of Brafil, and 
got there another Trade Wind, which car- 
ried ustowards the Cape of Good Hope with 
indiffcxent. good ſucceſs. We doubled the 
Cape, without any danger, and purſued our 
Voyage with allchearfulne(s and alacrity, rill 
we came to 3$ degrees: of South Latitude, 
on the Second day of Augujt of the ſame 
year 1655. 

Till this time and place Fortune had {mi- 
led ' upon us, bat now ſhe began to \trown, 
for about three ox. four a clock in the after- 
noon the Sky began to change its former 
clexrneſs ang ſerenity into thick Clouds, 
Lightnings. and: Thunders, which were the 
forcxrunners of the vehement Winds, Rain, 
Hail and Fempet}, which: facceeded foon 
after. The very approach of chis violent fioxm 
did much-tcrrife our Scamen, and Rog 

| | ney 
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they had time to take down their Sails, tie, 
faſt their Guns, and order every! thing as 
they thought ht, yert- forciceing the terrible 
Hurricane that hapned immediately after, 
they could not chuſe but dread the violence 
and hercencls of it. 

The Sea began to foam, and; turn its 
ſmooth Surface into Mountains and Vales. 
The Winds ran all the points of the Com-, 
paſs in leſs than two hours time. Our Ship, 
was toſſed to and fro, up and down again, 
in the horrideſt manner imaginable 3. one 
Wind drove us forward, and another beat us 
back again 3 our Maſts, Yards, and Tackling 
were broken, and the ſtorm was fo violent 
that a great part of our Scamen [being {lick 
could hardly hear and obey command. 

All this while our Paſſengers were kept 
under Deck, and my Friend and | lay atthe 
main Maſt ſadly caft down, and both. re- 
penting, he for his covetous dcfire of gain, 
and I tor my fooliſh curiply. We wilked 
our ſelves a hundred times in Holland, and 
as often deſpaired ever to (ee it again, Or any 
other Land, for any would have (crved our 
tum then. He was a very honelt young man, 
bur no Souldier nor Seaman. At the begin» 
ing of the torm I was fall of courage, and 
well reſolved to ſubmit to the willot God | 

; B 4 without 
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without ary murmuring or-fcar of dying, 
but he did not -undetfiand that Philoſophy, 
the dreadful image of Death appeared to him 
with all' his horrour, -and I think I mighe 
have (een itin his face if we had not beenin 
the dark, I have admired he did not die for 
the very fear of it: At firſt he figh'd and 
and groaned only, but a while after, when 
the ſtorm increaſed, he broke out into the 
ſaddeſt howling in the world. 

Heaccuſed his Fathers Counſel and Com- 
mand, who had ſent him, but chiefly his 
own folly in obeying, He called his dear 
Mother, Brothers, and Siſters, and bad them 
an Eternal Farewel, as likewiſe his beloved 
Country, which he had no hopes ever to ſee 
again. 'He lamented and deplored the cruelty 
of his Fate that put an end to his life in the 
flower of his Age by ſo horrid and untimely 
a Death. In fine, he made (ſuch fad com- 
plaints, and was fo eloquent in his afliQion, 
that I was moved With Compaſſion more 
than with the fear of being drowned. Pity 
firſt wrought upon my heart, and drove out 
of it all the Stoicity my reaſon. had laid there 
in ſtore; then fear and infirmity came 10, 
fo that I began to how! and lament with my 
afflicted Friend, as if I had been-as wzak as 
he, and had it not been for ſome ridiculous 
| * Expicſſions 
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Expreſſions of his, which made me ſomes 
times laugh, I chink I had been.as much dec- 
jeRed as he, 

Mans weakneſs and ſimplicity is much to 
be admired in ſach occations as this, and 
ſhews that Cuttom, Prejudices,and Opinions, 
have more influence upon his mind than true, 
rcaſon he ſo much boaſts of,and which in ſuch 


OCCUrrences as- this forſakes him, and leaves 


the maſtery of his Soul to.weak and lilly Paſ- 
lions. Death is but one and the (ſame thing 
what ſhape ſocver it aſſumcs to appear in, 
and we commonly fear the manner of Death 
more than Death it ſelf. 

Before this ſtorm ( wherein none of our 
Pcople periſhed by the ſpecial Grace of God) 
I had been expoſed to a great deal more dan- 
ger than I was now 3 I had been expoſed to 
the mouth of Canons, I had tought. 1n Bat- 
tels, and in Sieges, where many thouſands 
of men had lolt their lives, and where we 
marched upon the ſlain to a [eemirg incvita«. 
ble Death: Yet the fear of it did hardly 
make an Impreſſion on my heart becaulc it 
was an-uſual thing, and the contempt of dan= 
ger a5 much accounted courage and gallantry 
as the fear of it cowardline(s and intamy, 
yet death is (till but one and rhe ſame 
thing, 

While 
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While my Friend and I were thus lament- 
ing, the Maſter and his Crew were not 
aſleep, neither did they negle& any thing 
that could contribute to our preſervation 
They uſed all their art, and all their endea- 
vours, ſome about the Stern, ſome about 
the Pumps, and others about ſeveral other 
parts of the Shipz and God did fo bleſs their 
labour, that they kept her up while the vio- 
lent Hurrricane laſted, which at laſt fell into 
one particular Wind, that got the maſtery 
of the others, and drove us to the South- 
ward with fo great rapidity that we were 
not able to keep out of that Courſe, but 
muſt yield to his violence. After two days 
running that Conrſe the Wind changed a 
lietle, and drove us to the Southeaſt for the 
ſpace of three days, the weather being fo 
foggy that we could ſee nothing at tive or 
fix yards diſtance. On the ſixth day the 
Wind flaked a little, but drove us till to 
the Southeaſt till towards night, when of a 
ſadden we felt a very great Calm; juſt as it 
our Ship had fallen mto a Pool or dead 
Lake, which cauſed no {mal} wonder in us. 
Two or three hours after we were thus be- 
calmed the weather cleared up, and we 
fpicd a great many Stars, but could not make 
any good obſcrvation by them. We judged 
in 
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in general! that we were mot far from Bata- - 
via, and a great many Leagues from the 

South Contmenc : Bur it proved afterwards 
we were much deccived in our Conj<Qure, 
The ſeventh day we continued in this” great 
Calm, as if we had been ordered to cele- 
brate the Sabbath day after fix days labour 
and toylz duringthis Calm we ſcarched and 
examined all the parts of our Ship,and found 
her pretty tight, though ſhe was a new Ship, 
and had never gone a Voyage before. Bute 
ſhe was fo ſtrongly built that ſhe endured the 
rage of the Seas without ſpringing any 
Leak able to endamage her. Theeighth day 
at Noorr a fine breeze began to blow, and 
droveus to the Eaſftward, much to our joy 
and ſatisfaction, for beſides that it made for 
our purpoſe, we were afraid of being be- 
calmed 3 at night the weather grew dark 
and miſty, and the Wind ſtiff and violent, 
{o that we feared another ſtorm The Fog 
continued all the day following, and the 
wind blowing by fits and puffs, which did 
lometimes pur us to great danger at night 
the Wind changed, grew boiſterous, and 
drove us again to the Southeaſt with great 
wmpectuolity, che Fog growing Rtill thicker 
and thicker. About the middle of the night, 
the Wind being very high, and our Ship 
running 
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running very ſwiftly, ſhe ſiruck 'of ſudden 
- upon a Bank, much contrary to our cx- 
peRation, and ſtuck there fo faſt rhat ſhe 
remained there without any motion as if ſhe 
had been nailed to the place. Then did we 
think cur ſclves abſolately loſt, and looked 
every moment to {ce our Ship ftaved in 
pieces by the fury of the Seas and. Wind, and 
every body fell to his Prayers ſeeing neither 
Art nor Induliry could avail. But God, 
whoſe mercics are great, ſhewed us ſalvati- 
on where we expected vothing but deſiru- 
Gion; for the Morning being come, and 
the Sun having expelled the darkneſs of 
the Night, and diſlipatcd the thickneſs of 
the Fog, we ſaw that our Veſſel ſtuck upon 
a Bank ncar the ſhore of a great Iſland or 
Continent. The diſcovery of” this Land 
turned our deſpair into hopes, tor although 
it was unknown to us, and we could not tell 
what good or bad fortune we ſhould have 
init: Yet any Land was then. welcome to 
anen who had during many days been fo mi- 
ſerably tofſed upon the water betwixt lite 
and death, hopes and delpair. 11 

\ _ About Noon the weather grew very clear 
and hot, the Sun , ovcr-powring the Miſt 
and Fog, and the Wind abating 'mach ,of 
his violence, (a that the Sea did by fegaee: 
ole 
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loſemuch of his rage and agitation. In the 
Afterndon about three a Clock it Ebbed from 
the (hore, and left our Ship with leſs than 
five foot of water upon a kind of a muddy 
Sand whexe ſhe tuck very faſt. The place 
where (ſhe ſtuck was not above a Mugket 
ſhot from a pretty high-but acceſſible (hore, 
whither we reſolved to' remove our elves 
and our goods whatever ſhould come on'g, 
and in order to it our Long-boat was let 
down, and twelve of our flouteli men were 
ſcat aſhoxe well armed to diſcover the Coun 
try, and to chuſea place near the Sea where 
we mightencamp with' forne ſafety without 
going tar from our Ship. As ſoon as they 
were landed they carefully viewed the Coun- 
try from the top of a riſing ground not far 
from the ſhore, but ſaw neither Houſes, nar 
Inhabicants, «nor any ſigns of either, che 
Country being but a Sandy barren Land, 
where grew nothing but buſhes and kettle 
ſhrubs wild and favage. ' They could fee nei- 
ther River nor Brook in the parts they had 


diſcovered; and not having time to make a 


farther ſearch chat day, '\nor counting it pra- 
dence to venture any farther into ſounknown 
a place; they came back again to the "Ship 
three "hours after their landing. The next 
Morning; we ſent them aſhore again with 

proviſions, 
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provifions, and order to ſend the Bbat back 

in to fetch our People by degrees, and 
kkewiſe our Provifions and Goods, which 
were all whole by Gods mercy without any 
the kaſt damage. All theſe Orders were cxe- 
cutcd with great care and diligence, ſo that 
the day after our being caſt upon the Bank 
wegot all aſhore. with a good part of our 
Proviſions and Goods moſt uſctul and necel(- 
lary. The tutt who landed pitched the 
Camp on the ſide of a riling ground near the 
Sea over again(t our Veſſel, which could co+ 
vexus on the Land fide from being ſeen by 
any body- that ' ſhould come towards the 
ſhoxe, and afforded us a convenient ſtation 
for a Scntincl to diſcover a good way round 
about. Phither did we by degrees, carry our 
goods, leaving in the Ship but cen or twelve 
men to keep her till. we could tow heroft up» 
on high water,if it was poſlible,or difpoſe of 
her otherwiſe, 

One of the firft things we did ſo ſoon as 
we were landed was to call a Council, to ad- 
viſe what ordex we ſhould take for our mu- 
tual preſervation. It was preſently reſolved 
that we ſhould keep for the preſent upon 
the Land the ſame order and dilcipbnewe 
kept at Sca, till ſuch times we ſhould think 
fic toalter it 3 ſo after this xcſolution' it was 
agrecd 
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agreed, we ſhould humble our clves before 
God Almighty, to give him. moſt hearty: 
thanks for preſerving our lives and goods in 
fo ſpecial a manner, and to implore; his di- 
vine alſiftance for the future ina place alto- 
gether unkoown to us, and where we 
might fall into the hands of ſome barba- 
rous people, or ſtarve there for want of Pro 
viſions, it he in his mercy did not provide for 
us as he had done heretofore. 

After this Reſolution and humiliation our 
Officers divided our People into three equal 
parts, whereof, two were ordered incefſant- 
ly to work-about the Camp in drawing of s 
Trench coſecure us from any ſudden inva+ 
lion, and the others were imployed in diſs 
covering the Country, and fetching in 
Wood and ſuch kind. of ſupplies. Thoſe 
who were left aboard the Ship had orders to 
ſee what condition ſhe was: in, and what 
could be donewith her. After: an exaRt exa- 
mination they found that hes Keel was broke 
by the violent Chock the gave againſt the 
Sand, and: that ſhe fuck fo taſt! in it, chat ir 
was impoflible £0 tow her off it ſhe were ne» 
ver (0 found, -{o that they thought the beſt 
way was to take her in picces, and build a 
Pininace or two out of her raines to ſent to 
Batavia With all {pecd and diligence. That 

Counſcl 
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Counſel was approved of, and the fitteſt 
men tor that purpofe were employed tor the 
execution of it with all diligence. The 
parties that were fent to diſcover durſt not 
venture far in the Plain for fear of ſome dan- 
ger or ill accident; till ſuch a time that the 
Camp was better fortified, and the Guns 
carricd thither from the Ship- They brought 
in only Wood; and ſome kind of wild Ber- 
ries, of which they found great quantities 
apon the buſhes -nd ſhrubs of the place; 
ſome ſpreading along.the ſhore found a very 
great plenty -ot Oyſters, Muſcles, and other 
Shell hſh, which did not only refrifh our 
People,but did alſo much fave our Proviſions, 
which upon examination we | found could 
not hold out above two Months according 
to the ordinary allowance : The 'conlidera- 
tion whereof made us think of ſome way to 
kusband it, which could be but by getting 
and faving;' In the firſt place we uſed all di- 
lIigence tro -get our Nets and Hooks ready, 
tor we had found: that the Sea thereabouts 
was very full of fifhz we fed as much as we 
could upon the Berries of the Plain, and 
upon the Shell fiſh of che ſhorez and on the 


other ſide we ſhortned every ones allowance, . 


and reduced it to eight ounces 'a day of the 
Ships Proviſions. But our greateſt want was 
h ſweet 
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ſweet water, for although we had. made a; 
wealtin the Trench chatafforded as much of 
it as: we could uſe, yct. it was ſomewhat 
brackiſh and ungratctul by reaſon of the near» 
nels of the Sea, -- ; 

Our adventurers wade every day ome new 
diſcovesy, 'and haying.gone ſo far as almolt 
Ten Miles about the Camp without finding 
anythe leaſt ſign that the Country was inha- 
dited-grew every, day :bulder and bolder; 
Thiey-taw oo living Creature in all this and 
Plain, but fume Snakes, akind of a Rat 
moſt as big, as a Rabbet,,and ſome kind of 
Birds like wild Pigeons, - but ſomewhat big- ® 
ger, who fed uponthe Berries we have —_ 
menriqn-of, They killed ſome of chem witch 
their Guns and brought-chem to the Camp, 
where aftcr trial they-were found to, be very 
good meat, cſpecially theBixds. 

Theſe new diſcoveries made us a lictle xe- 
miſs in ourFortifications; and we cont 
our ſelves by drawivg a ſmall Trench about 
cur Camp, catting; up; the Earth, inwaxdly, 


andthought'it waseoough in ja. phce- where 


we fygund-no Inhabitants.; We planted ſome 
Guns-upon the moſt -convenient. and 
ſctting al}choughrs of feag;gſide, dreaded. no- 
thing f6-much'as hunger, and the injurics

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we were not yet acquainted with, for-it had 
proved very temperate fimce our Landing up- 
on that Coaft; where we had been fourteen 
days before our Pinnace could be perfeRted.. 
But about the ſeventeenth day ſhe was ready 
to put to'Sea with'Proviſron tor !Eight men 
for ſix wetks time, which was as \much: as 
ever we could ſpare.

This uhexpetcd” Speech, and the looks 
of the' Company, who 'all turned their eyes 
upon me;” put me ſomewhat out of Coun- 
tenatice, but being. ſoon come to my ſelf, 1

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out of any knowledge ' of either- merit or 
good Condu@ in me 3 that I'was a Foreigner 
among, them, and born- in a Country far 
from Hellend, and that I thought there were 
many in the Company far more capable of 
that Command than'l was, and therefore 
deſired to be excuſed, chuſing-rather to obey 
my betters than to 'ule any Authority over 
them.-I had no ſooner ended my Speech, 
but one Swart (a ſtgue and active fellow, 
who never went out of my company in all 
the diſcoveries we had made-in the Coun- 
try ) took me np ſomewhat briskly,” and

This -blunt Fellows Speech, which . he 

onoutced with a ftrong and loud voice, 
did fo affe& the minds of the Company, al- 
ready' difpoſed by Van de Nuits rccommen- 
dation, that all with one voice cried out, 
Captain Side# muſt be our General. 

When I ſaw I could'not avoid the taking 
of this-Command, I made ſign for ſilence, 
and ſpake to ther in this manner : 


Gentlemen, Since you force me” to accept of 
this Command, IT accept it with thanks to you 
all, and do heartily wiſh your choice may prove 
#» your advantage and ſatisfattion. But tþat all 
things may be done in good order, and carried on 
vigorouſly T beg a few things of you, which if 
you! pleaſt to grant me Twill do my beſt endeavour 
to preſerve you from all danger, and to keep you 
in that Civil Diſcipline and Society which may 
beft condace to the Publick Good. _ 

The firſt thing I beg, That every man bere 
will take an "Oath to obey mine aud the Councils 
Anthority without any repugnaucy, upon pain 
of ſuch puniſhments as we ſhall think fix to infid 
when them, ih

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The ſecond is, That I may bave the priviledge 
of chufing the Principal Officers to be elefied, 
and they t0 bear ſuch Commands and. Offices 
4 I (hall beſtow upon them for the time. 0 

Is the third place Thbeg, That in Council my 
fingle Vote may paſs for three Votes. 

Loſily, That I or my Deputy may have a Ne> 
gative Voice in all Publick deliberations» 


All theſe Priviledges and Prerogatives 
were preſently granted me, and I was falu- 
ted by all the Multitude in the quality of 
their General, and had a Tent larger than 
ordinary ſct up in the middle of the, Camp 
for the tirſt Badge of my Authority. I\ lay 
in it that night with Van de Nuits, and had 
his advice in ſeveral things, which were af- 
terwards put in execution, 

The next day we called all our P@ple to- 
gether, and in their preſence I made Van de 
Nuits Over-ſcer General of all the Goods 
and Proviſions we had, or ſhould hereafter 
have. - Swart Captain of the Artillery, Arms, 
and Ammunitions of War, Maurice, an ex- 
pert and active Seaman, Admiral of our 
Fleet, which was to confiſt of a Long-boar, 
a little Boat, and another Pinnace we were 
a making out of the pieces of our broken 
Ship. Morton, an Engliſh man, who had 
C 4 becn 
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been a Sexjeant in the Low Countries, T made 
Captain of 'the Eldeft Company. De Haes, a 
fober and vigilant'fellow, was made fecond 
Captain, ' one Var Slais, third Captain, one 
de Boſch, fourth Captain, and one Brown, Ma- 
jor General. 

I gave all theſe men leave to chaſe their 
inferiour. Ofhcers with my approbation, 
which they did according]y. 

I had two Servants with me, the one cal- 
led Deveſe, who had been my Serjeant in Ca- 
talonia, aſtout and underſtanding fellow, lo - 
ber, and truſty, who had ſerved me ever ſince 
T left the Wars, and followed my fortune 
every where, him 'I made my Liecutenanc 
General; and the other, named Twrſi, my 
Secretary. 

Our Officers being all choſen, we nam- 
bred our People, and found we were three 
hundred and ſeven Men, three Boys, and 
ſeventy four Women, all in good health ; 
| for although there were many of them fick 
when they hrit landed, they were all. well 
again inleſs thana Wecks time, which was 
no ſmall argument of the healchineſs of the 
Country. I difiributcd all theſe into four 
parts, and gave Maurice fix and twenty of 
the beſt Scamen, and 'the three Boys, to 
man his Navy. Swart had thirty for his Ar» 
tillery. 
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tillery.- 1 diſpoſed two, hundred men into 
four Companies, and Yar de Nuits had all, 
the rett 't attend himz aud take Qydexs of 
him in.the-Camp, or out of the Camp. We 
had two Trumpetters, which uſcd to fay. » 
Prayers in the Ship belides; their Ofhce Gt 
Trumpettiog. I took one of them, and gave 
Van de Nwits the othcr,, and they bocthwwere 
confirmed jn both theix imployments attee 
the Dutch taſhjon. 

All our Atfirs being ſo ordered and fer- 
led, in the. Evening I called our Superiour 
Officers together, aud told them, that be- 
tore our Proviſions were all (pent we ſhould 
go about by Sea and Land to diſcoyer the 
Country,' and endeavour to get ſome freſh 
Proviſion, - as l:kewiſe to dilcover tome htter 
place for a Camp than that we were in, 
where in a ſhort time all things would grow 
{carce,- and where we had not fo much as 
good water. That my opiniog was we 
ſhould ſend ſeveral Partics of mcn. well 
Armed to make new dilcoverics, and go 
farther into the Country than we had gong 
yet. They readily afſcnted to my Prop({b, 
and told me they were ready to obey my 
Orders. | 

WhereuponI commandcd Maurice to man 
his ewo Boats, and to fcnd them. all alon,, 
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the Coaſts, as far as they could conveniently 
go, the one, on the right fide of the Camp, 
and the other, on theleft. I oxdered Morton 
to take twenty men oat of his Company, 
and to go all along the ſhore on the lefe 
hand. De Haes was commanded to take 
thirty out of his, and to go through the 
middle of the Country ; and I my felt drew 
forty men out of the two other Companies, 
and left my Lieutenant to command in the 
Camp in my abſence. 

We all took three days Proviſion, and 
good ftore of Powder and Bullets, with 
Swords and half Pikes, -and I commanded 
all my men to be ready early in the Morning, 
and to wait for further Orders, which they 
_ did accordingly. The next day, which was 
" the twentieth fince the firſt day of our 
Landing, and from which we (hM hereafter 
reckon as our principal Epoche, all my men 
were ready by break of day, and came to 
receive my Commands, which were the 
fame I had'given the nightbefore, with this 
Addition only : That it they ſhould meet 
with any thing conſiderable they ſhould pre- 
ſently ſend advice thereof to the Camp. I 
likewiſe gave Orders to Morton to keep with 
the Boat as 'ncar as he could, and to come 


every night to the ſhore to joyn with the 


Boats- 
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Boats: Crew before $un fetting, T my (elf 
intending to ketp the ſame Method with 
Maxrice. bi 

As foon as theſe Orders were given 'we 


- went our {everal ways all fall of hopes and 


alacrity. 1 marched my men'Mm Rank and 
File, and Idivided them into three Parties, 
the firſt that had the Van was compoſed of 
ix MusKettcers and a Corpora), the ſecond 
of twelve and a Serjeant, I my (elf brought 
up the Rear. 

We marched within Musket ſhot diſtance 
one from another in that manner as near the 
ſhore as we could, that we might be within 
ſight of our Boat. The Sea was very calm, 
and the Weather very ſtill, though lomething 
hot. At noon'the Boat came to us at a place 
where we ſtood near the ſhore, and there 
we took {ome reſt and refreſhment for the 
{pace of two hours. All the Country we 
came upon forten or twelve Miles was much 
like to that about our Carp, and we did not 
ſo much as find a Brook or a Spring in all 
our way, all being dry Sands, and nothing 
growing upon thern but Buſhes and Thorns. 
After we had taken ſome reſt, we marched 
hve Miles beyond the place where we'had 
halted, and there the ground began to grow 
more unequal, and to riſe here and there 
intq 
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into {mall-Hills. Two Miles farther we found 
2 Brook of {weet water, which gave us no 
{mall occakion of joy, chiefly when we ſaw 
that a little farcher up in the Country there |, 
was ſome {mall plots of green Trees upon 
the Banks of the Brookz there we halted 
again, and made Signs to our Boat to come 
ro us, which they did immediately, coming 
into the Brook with the Tide; and finding 
it wasa very good Harbour for ſuch a Veſſel 
as theirs, they rowed up a Mile into the 
_ Land till they came toa plot of green trees, 
where we pitched our Camp for chat night. 
Maurice brought us ſome Fiſh he had taken 
in the Sea, and ſome Oyfters; and other 
Shell iſh, We ſtrook fhre, went to Supper 
an hour before night, and then to ſleep, 
keeping a good Guard about us, and hiding 
our fre with green Boughs we fixed in the 
ground round about it leſt it ſhould be ſeen 
at adiſtance, The next day carly.in the morn- 
ing I ſent three of my men back again to the 
Camp to give them notice of the Brook and 
the Trees we. had found, and to tell them 
we intended to proceed farther. But beture 
we removed from that place I ſent five men 
up the Brook to diſcover more of the Coun- 
try. They came back two hours after, and 
told us that the Country above was a little 
more 
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wore Hilly than below, but dry and barren, 
and like that which lay cowards our: Catnp. 
Our Boat fell down towards the Sea-afcer 
theſe men' were come.withchis account, and 
had carried. us over the Brook, which was 
deep and not fordable, unlefs we went two or 
three Miles higher. When we' had got over 
we marched on along the ſhore (till within 
ſight of our Boat, and found that the Coun- 
fry grew more and more unequal. 

When we had gone five or fix Miles fur- 
ther we-came to a pretty high Hill, which 
was barren and without Trees: We got on 
the top of it,' and from rhence-diſcovered a 
Wood: of tall Trees four or five Miles be- 
yond. this Hill, which Trees ſtood upon a 
high ground that ſhot a'good way intothe 
Sea, | 

At the ghe of theſe green Trees we did 
much xcjoyce, and reſolved to go thither 
after we had taken a little refreſhment. We 
marched on through a Sandy Plain that lay 
betwixt usand the Wood, and reached: the 
foot of the: high ground in lefs than two 
hours time, got up into the Wood, and 
found it did confift of very lofty Trees, not 
thick, and under which there was not much 
under-wood, fo that itwas eaſily pervious 
there I kept my men very cloſe to one 
| another 


zo The. Hiſtory of 
anther, - and; doubled he Van, that they 
might be the.'moxe able -'to refilt if they 
ſhould be (er'upon by any-men or tictce Beaſt. 
&s we: went; we. cit down: ſeveral 'Boughs, 
and firewed them'upon the ground, where- 
by we might know the way we came in-our 
xcturn. In thatmanner we marched on in as 
direQ a Line as we could till we came to the 
other ſide. of the Wood, where we ſpied the 
Sea again, andolaw Trees over the Water at 
Gx or ſeven! Miles diſtance, which demon- 
Rxatcd to us that this water was a great Bay 
bet ween-two Capes. * 
. The place was very delighttul to beholdzand 
afforded. a very tine profpe& over the Bay, 
which made us, wiſh we had been caſt awsy 
- Dearcr £0. it than we were. We had left our 
Boat on the other {ide of the Wood by reaſon 
pf the great way ſhe muft goaboutibefore-we 
cold: meet heragain. I fcntdown ten of my 
won tothe. Water fide, where they found a 
vaſt quantity of Oyſters, and other Shel-fiſh, 
which was no. {mall encouragement. ' As 
icon as they were come up Þ (ent three men 
t# Maurice, and: bid him row as faſt as he 
could towards the head of the Cape, wherehe 
ſhould mcet with a Party I intended toſcnd 
immediately that way. Iſent another-Party 
towards che inner part of the Woodion = 
3% La 
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Land fide to fee if they could find any Gweet 
water. Tho. who weat towards the head of 
the Cape travelled almoſt, two Miles before 
they found any, but at.laſt they perceived a 
Declivity in; the ground, which led them 
down into a kind of a: Vale, very full. of 
green and [thick Trees, at the bottom of 
which they found a fine ſtxeam of ſweet was 
tex, running into the Bay, Io this pleaſant 
place they tiopped, and fecnt. three of their 
Company. to- bring me .notice of itz, they 
had not been came a quarter of an hour ;but 
the ten men, who werelent on the contrary 
lide, came back again,, and told us they had 
gone 4 great way in the, Wood, which they 
thought: grew wider and wider towards the 
Land 3 that they had found a Heard of Dees 
near a little Brook, whercof they had killed 
two,-and ſhotat two,more,, They had;cuc 
theſe Deex into four pieces, and caxried 
chem: upon their backs, which was no uny 
comfortable fight to us. We left the place 
where we ſtood, and marched rowards. the 
Vale aboye mentioned, having beforg/ di- 
{patched tie of our men towards the Gamp, 
to givethem notice of what had. hapned eo 
us, and (cpt.chem part of our Veniſom tra 
token: of the good. Fortune we had: mee 
with, Whea we, were come to the Row a 
| like 
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liked -# ſo-well, chat I reſolved to encamp. 
there that night, and to remdf&- our old 
Camp thither, 'as ſoon as poſſibly we could. 
My wen made 'prefently a fire; and tell a 
roaftingof thcir Veniſon 3 and-1-(ent tive-of 
them'to' mecr-with/ the Party which were 
fent'fo Manrite 5* they marehed 'biit two 
Miles farther betore-they came to/ the head 
of the:Cape,' where they. joytied «with the 
Other Party,' arid there anding all together, 
upon the mottethiificatplace'they' could find, 
looks for Mawrite his coming; *He-#s ſoon 
as he/had reccived/my Orders, Rowetto the 
Rendexvous with 'all the diligence 'polible, 
and came to the place half ay hour. betore 
Sui fertiig; wheic' having pulled the Boat 
upon the ground; they all caryero the new 
before it was night,” - ; 
37Phey found us 'very merry, {bme-about 
the'fire roakting- of meat, and others lying 
upon Beds of dry leaves and dry Moſs, which 
they! had 'pathered good ſtore oftin”a little 
Time. 


- > We'paſſed all the night in that place with 
4'Fteat deal of joy and quietnels, and the 
morning being come Fgor up bertimes, and 
bid: Mawrice and his Crew to prepare for the

the Boats Crew. I left one to Command the 
reſt, and ordered him to keep in that place. 
till he heard farther from me, promiling; to 
be with himagainin lefs than three days, and | 
that in the mean. while they might ſupply . 
their wants with Hunting, -Fiſhing, and 
Shellingz fo we went towards the Boat. 
We ſoon reachetl: the place where ſhe lay; 
put-her to Sea, and Rowed to the old Camp 
theſame day, a gentle brecze favouring our 
Voyage z/ we arrived about Sun ſetting, and 
were received by otfr. People. with general 
demonſtrations of ' joy. They had heard of 
the new Camp, and: all asked me if they 
ſhould not remove thither ? I anſwered, We 
would do that with:all ſpeed, it-being the 
_ place to pitch-upon of all choſe we had 


Morton. and De Haes were come to the 
Camp two or three hours before: my arrival, 
and came to give me an account of their Ex+ 
pedittons. 

Morton told rhe, he had marched his men 
fifteen or ſixteen Miles to the left fide of the 
Camp through a Sandy and barren Country, 
where they had not. found ſo much as a 
Spring or Btook of ſweet Water 3 that at 
night they were gone to meet the Boat on the 
thore, according, to. my Orders, and .lain 

D there 
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there till the next wry which bcing 
come,: they departed carly from that place, 
and proceeded to the Weltward:in the: fame 
manner/as the day before, through 4 Rocky 
and;:Srony. Country, - without tinding any 
water till Noon; atr*which titne they came 
to a pretty broad River, -where they (opt till 
their Boat came to therw That theythad ob- 
ſerved the Tide came-into''this River with 
great noiſe and' Impetuofity, -and thats the 
water was [ale where they» came to it at firft, 
- as being 'not far from The'Sca, which had 
obliged them wo go up the River till they 
thould tind ſweet water. That/ going up 
along the- Banks -they had at the lait: tound 
a Stxeam of (weet water; which retreſhed 
them much, and (6 proceededin theis diſco- 
wery 3 they had been ſet upon by two great 
Crocodiles, which ran 'out' of the» River to 
devour them, but- that they. having fpicd 
thein betore:they could come near, had tired 
at them, and the report of their -Gur:5had 
fo frighted thoſe Monſters that chey-nan into 
the water with more haſte: than they. were 
come out of it.” Thatſceing, the danger there 
was along that River by- rcafoh of theley'or 
other'fierce Creatures they might mect with: 
and having no Proviſion. to go on-any furs 
ther 'in a Country where they could..get 

nothing 
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nothing but ſome Shefl-fiſh, and tho! 
apon the Sea-ſhore, they thought they

; De Haey told thc he had marchE& twenty

marched towards it, they diſcovered a great 
Pool or "Lake of ſtanding water, which 
could be no leſs thair ten Miles Diatheter, 
That being corhe tear this Lake they had 
ſeen abyndance of Recds atid Ruſhes grow- 
ing about the ſhore,” and an infinite,numbex

* That they had gore a good way abaug this 
Lake before they could come to tough. 
water by reaſon of the Marſby and dy 
gtound about it, where they could, nor 
march without danger of ſinking, till they 
catie to' a Sandy place near a Hill, fomes 
D z what 
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what higher than that they lay upon the 
night before. That having got to the top of 
it, krom,whence the had a very large pro- 
ſpcR round about, they could diſcover no- 
thing but a large Ree and at great di+ 
ſtance towards the South, along Row 
very high Mountains, which ſtood like a 
Wall, and reached from Eaſt to Weſt as far 
as they-could (ce, That after this diſcovery, 
they, being afraid of wanting Vicuals, were 
xetuzned to the Camp on the third day ac- 
cording to my Command, 

IT found by theſe relations that 1 had had 
far Vetter huck than theſe two Captains, and 
we were all the.more. encouraged to go to 
the new Camp on the Eaftward; that we 
faw it had ſuch conveniences as we could 
not find any where elſe, and that all our 
hopes Tay on that fide. 

The next morning I called a Council, 
where I propounded our removal to , the 
green Vale. It was embraced preſently, and 
ordered that we ſhould tranſport our People 
and Goods thither by degrees, beginnin 
with thoſe which were moſt neceſſary an 
catic to carry. The New Pinnace we were 
making was almoſt finiſhed, and would be 
ready in four or five days more, and fit to 
tranpor our Guns, Casks, and other Lum- 


In 
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In the mean while we uſed both our Boats 
to remove our Proviſions, and ſent many of 
our People by Land, with ſuch Axes,Nails, 
Spades, and other Implements of that kind 
as we had there. 

' The Major went with the firſt Party, my 
Lieutenant with the ſecond; and when I 
faw that moſt of our People and Goods were 
removed to-the new Camp, and that the 
Pinnace was ready, I fcnt her loaded with 
diverſe things, and travelled thither my (elf 
by Land. 

I omitted to tell you that Mawrice had 
doubled the Cape in his ſecond Voyage with- 
out any danger by reaſon of the calmneſs of 
the Sea, and the ſtilneſs of the weather, 
which was clear and (crene, without any 
Rain or great Wind above fix weeks after 
our Landing, and fo temperate that we felt 
neither heat not cold in-the firſt Month ex- 
cept about noon, at which time the Sun was 
ſomething hotz grew hotter every day as it 
drew nearer to us, and brought the Spring 
about Awgwſft : For in thoſe Countries it be- 
gins then, contrary to our Parts, where the 
Summer ends at that time. Mawrice told 
me, that at the head of the Cape he had 
found many ſmall rocky Iſlands, which lay 
together gery thick as far , a great one that 
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lay at;the, very mouth of the Bay, and de- 
fended it from the fury: of the Waves ; he 
was of, opinion that it would prove an cx- 
cellent Harbour for Ships, if the paſſage in» 
to it was not too difficult, or too ſhallow for 
great Veſſels. by reafon of the many Rocks 
that lay between the Cape and the great 
Ifland which. divided and ſheltered the Bay 
from the main Ocean. 

Well Mazrice, faid I to: him, when we 
have xemoved all our Goods and People, 
and they are ſettled in the new Camp, we 
ſ.11 have time enough: to diſcover thoſe 
Ilands,and 1 will leave the diſcovery of them 
toyour care and induſtry. 

In leſs than twelve days after the firſt diſ- 
covery of the Vale we .had tranſported all 
our Pcople and Goods from the old Camp to 
the new, which in my abſence Van de Nuits 
and other Officers named Sidenberge. That 
name obtained fo in two or three days time 
that it was impoſlible afterwards to change 
1t; Our men, partly by my order, or of their 
Ownaccords, made {cveral good Huts along 
the Brook ſide upon a piece of Ground al+ 
moſt a Mile long, which abutted to the Ba 
on the Eafi fide of the Cape. Wood weh 
plenty enough upon the place, and our, Fj- 
ſhermen took ſo-much Fiſh in the Bay chat 
| pe - , we 
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we knew not what todo with it for want of 
ſalt to ſeaſon or {moak it, But Mazrice quick- 
ly ſupplied us with chat, br being gone up- 


 on-lome-of thoſe Rocks which lay at the 


mouth of - the Bay, he found there as much 


of it as would ſerve the whole Company 


twenty years it we ſhould be ſo long in that 
place 
That Szlt was naturally made by the wa+ 
ter of the Sea, which in great ſtorms being 
flung upon thoſe Rocks, filled fume hollow 
places. in them, where the heat of the Sun 
did afterwards turn it into Salt, There were 
every day great Parties ſent into the Woods 
to diſcover and hunt the Deer, of which 
many Herds were tound up and down, and 
many of them killed by our men, Welaw 
every day multitudes of Water-fowl fly 
over the Bay, which-made us judge that they 
had ſome particular haunt there. Mavrice 
with his new Pinnace and his Longboat 
ventured every day further and further into 
the Bay, and in the Iſlands, and made ſeve- 
ral good diſcoveries. | He found a place near 
the great Iſland where grew abundance of 
Reeds and Ruſhes, and thither it wasthat an 
infinjte number of . Sea-fowl of alMortsdid 
repair. He found another place where there 
came many green Turtles to lay their Eggs 
—_ upon 
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upon the Sand, from whence we might 
draw the greateſt par of our (abfiſtance. 'In 
fne, we found ſo Many things to ſhift withal 
that we were certain never to want Vidtuals 
if we ſhould live there a thouſand years. 
The greateſt want we were ſenſible of was 
that of Powder, for though we had ſaved a 
good quantit'/ of it, yet that was a thing 
that would be conſumed every day, and that 
we did not know how to get again when our 
ſtock was (pent. We forelaw likewiſe that 
our Cloaths, Hooks, and Veſſels would ina 
ſhort time be worn out if our friends, that 
were gone in the Pinnace for Batavia, ſhould 
be loſt; and no relict ſent us. But we had 
already ſo many experiments of Gods mercy 
rowards us that we hoped he would not for- 
ſake us. 

The Spring came on apace, and we laid 
up every day new Victuals, by the means 
ot which we ſaved the Ships Proviſion as 
much as we could, and chiefly ſome Casks 
of Peaſe, and other kind of Pulſe we had 
brought from Ewrope. It came in my head to 
ſow ſome of theſe in the ground, and having 
told ſome of my Officers of my deſign, they 
all readily agreed toit. In order toit, we 
felled -a great many Trees above and below 

the Camp, and having cleared the ground of 
| 
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all buſhes and anderwood, which we 
* burned upon the place, -we" made ſeveral 


furrows in the ground, afi&ſowed our Peaſe 
in then,” covered them carefully with the 
earth we had taken up, recommending, our 
endeavours to him that - gives the in- 
creaſe. 

Some of our Huntſmen venturing far in 
the Wood killed abundance of Game, -and 
not being able to carry it all with them,they 
hanged ewo Deer upon an old and thick 
Tree with an intent to fetch them home the 
next day. But when ſeven of them came to 
the place the day following, they (aw upon 
the Tree a great Tiger gnawing on the dead 
Deer before that terrible Creature percei- 
ved our men, which I ſuppoſe was occation- 
ed through his hunger, which made him {o 
eager about his meat that he minded nothing 
elſe. Our People were much ſurpriſed at the 
fight, and ſtood till behind ſome Trees, and 
two of them, having cocked their Guns, 
well charged with Bullets, they aimed, and 
ſhot at him both at one time, and fetched 
him down the Tree. The Tiger made a hi- 
deous Cry when he fell, but being ſhot in 
two places through the body he gged imme- 
diately; they ſtripped him of his ſpotted 
$kin,and taking down the dead Deer beongat 
tncm 
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them in triumph into the Camp. I was. glad 
of. their ſucceſs, hut yet new tears came up- 
on mc upon thatiſbje& , for I judged, that 
fince they had found this mighty Creature in 
the Forreſt, there Might be :a' great many 
more in it, . which at {ome time or other 
might come to our Camp, and fall upon ous 
People unawares. | 

I. ſuggeſted this to the Council, and. it 
was relolved, That without any delay-we 
ſhould make a fixong Pallizado! about our 
Hutts, We fell to work the next morying, 
and in leſs than tendays after we had empa- 
led our Camp on all ſides, fo as tobe ſecure 
from any ſudden invaſion of Men or Beaſts. 
Our Hunt{men alſo became a little more cau- 
tious than before, and did not dare to 
ſiraggle in the Woods Jeaſt they ſhould meet 
any of thoſe dreadful Creatures, 

It was now ſeven weeks ſince we were 
caſt away, and hitherto we had had no firite 
nor quarrel among, us ſo Jong as we lay in 
fear and danger : But as ſoon as we thoughe 
our ſelves fccure from men, beaſts, thirlt, 


and hunger, when we fed plentifully upon ' 


freſh meat and Fiſh, and we did not labour 
ſo much @ before, then .our People be- 
gan to be wanton, We had a great many 


Women among us, .of which I a 
5 ore 
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bore to (peak, becauſe. ſaw no great occa- 
fian for it. . 'But gow that, they began toad 
their part,:; and: tir -up erotble among us, IL. . 
muſt a little ſpeak of them. 

Some. of them were peox women,, who 
compelled by Poverty, and- their hopes of 
Preterment, were perſwaded to go to the 
Indies. Some had their Husbands there, or: 
other Relations, but moſt of them were 
Whoxes taken out of Bawdy;houlſes, or ſpi- 
rited away by Fellows, wholgld them to the 
Maſter for @ little money, notwithſtanding 
the puniſhment ordained by the Laws 
againſt ſuch praQices. Theſe Whores ſeeing 
themſelves at reſt, and the men idle for the 
m6ſt part, began to ſmile at them, and by 
amorous ſpeeches to draw ſome of them ta 
themſelves 3 'they found many fo well dif- 
pot that they needed no (ſpur to be put on, 

o they wauld ſometimes come together in 
the night, and cnjoy one another in the beſt 
manner they could. But as we lay altogether 
in alittle Camp, and that thexe was a Guard 
kept in the night, they could not meet fo 
ſecretly but Gaze body or other would diſco- 
ver them, and become a ſharer in the prey, 

Theſe praQtices did often occalion quarrels, 
and jcaloufies, which at laſt came to blows, 
but chictly upon this particular occaſion,
